BOILING WATER AS 


A DISINFECTANT 


Mttle Talks on Health and Hygiene 


by Samuel G. Bixon, M. D. 


Measles, scarlet fever, diphtheria 


and various other communicable dis- 
eases are perhaps most readily trans- 
mitted by the discharge from the 
nose and 
mouth of the 
patient. 


When the patient is cared for in the 
home and some member of the fam- 
ily must act as nurse, it is necessary 
for the protection of whoever acts, 
in this capacity and for those who 
come in contact with the patient j 


(that the utmost care should be exer- 
cised in handling them. 


Instead of the handkerchiefs com- 


monly used for this purpose the pa- 
tient should be supplied with cheese 
cloth or paper napkins and in a suf- 
ficient quantity so that they can be 
handled with comfort. Those which 
have been used and discarded should 
be handled only by the nurse and 
immediately burned. After handling 
such materials the hands should be 
thoroughly disinfected in a bichlor- 
ide of mercury or other good anti- 
septic solution. 


The dishes and eating utensils 


which are used for the sufferer 
should in no instance be washed 
with those used in the household 
but should be placed in a receptacle 
kept just outside the sick room door 
containing a disinfecting solution of 
cresols or formaldehyde and then 
placed in boiling water and allowed 
to boil for ten to fifteen minutes. 


The sheets and bed clothes which 


will invariably be covered with fine 
particles of sputum when the patient 
coughs or sneezes, should be placed 
in a tub containing one of the three 
disinfecting solutions and allowed to 
soak for three hours after which they 
should be boiled for one hour. 


When there is a sufferer from tu- 


berculosis in a household they should 
not use the dishes and eating uten- 
sils which the other members of the 
family do, but should be supplied 
with 
individual 
utensils. 
These 


should always be first boiled and 
then washed separately. 


These are fundamental precautions 


in the handling of communicable dis- 
ease which can only be disregarded 
at the peril of the nurse and the en- 
tire household. 
Unquestionably the 


transmission of disease from one 
member of a family to another in 
many cases is due to the failure to 
follow out this method of procedure 
consistently.

"This is 
shown by the fact that while the nor- 
mal consumption of wheat is 5.3 
busheis. in Maine it is only 4.7 bush- 
els and in Michigan 5. In the wheat- 
growing States, where wheat is abun- 
dant, such as Minnesota, the average 
is 7.2, whereas in the South, where 
corn is much used, the average is 4 
bushels. Normally about 3 per cent, 
of the corn crop is consumed as food. 
Of our total crop about 80,000,000 
bushels would be used for food, the 
remainder for other purposes. 
The 


remainder could be used for foods 
and substitutes used for animals. 
The potato production in the United 
States averages 3.8 bushels per cap- 
ita. 
This year the available supply 


is 4.1 bushels. 
The average price of 


meat animals was 7 per cent, cheaper 
in January than a year ago, butter 2 
per cent, lower, the price of chickens 
slightly lower, of potatoes 35 per 
cent, lower, and of apples it was 37 
per cent, lower. 


It would seem that the United 


States is not likely to be threatened 
with a shortage of foodstuffs.

The Housewife and Her Bread 
The high cost of flour and advance 


in price of bread in many places has 
started some discussion in the wo- 
men's clubs and the homes as to 
whether women today should make 
their own oread or not. To many of 
the older housewives; buying it from 
the baker or the grocer seems rather 
shiftless. 
In their industrious creed 


and practice the bread board and the 
kneading trough lay at the founda- 
tion of good housekeeping. A bride 
| who could not manipulate the rolling 


I pin should never have been married. 


Many of the domestic economists 


of the present day believe that home 
bread making is fast going the way 
of the home curing of meats or grind- 
ing meal, which scarcely exist today. 
As they look at it, the food manufac- 
turer saves enough by buying ma- 
terials in large quantities to make 
up for the cost of the labor, so that 
the housewife gets little or perhaps 
nothing whatever for her laborious 
hours in the pantry. 


The old style baker often thought 


first of the number of loaves he could 
produce out of a barrel of flour. The 


supply the normal domestic demand. 
This would leave a surplus of 357,- 
000,000 bushels. 
Of this surplus, 


about 210,000,000 bushels were ex- 
ported by January 30. 
This left 


147,000,000 hushels, or 40,000,000 
bushels more than our average an- 
nual export for the past five years, 
for export between February 1 and 
the appearance of the new crop, or for 
carrying over into the next crop year.

The large demand for our wheat 


arises from the fact that there was 
an estimated world's shortage of 
over 400,000,000 bushels outside of 
the United States, from the fact that 
the Russian exportable surplus of 
100,000,000 bushels is net available 
generally, and from the fact that the 
belligerent nations are eager to se- 
cure food supplies. If it were not 
for these things, we should be dis- 
cussing ways and means of disposing 
of our tremendous surplus of food 
products. 


As has been stated, the new Amer- 


ican crop will begin to appear before 
July. 
The Argentine crop is now 


coming on the market. It is estimat- 
ed that from that source there will 
be available 100,000,000 bushels. A 
surplus of 75,000,000 bushels or 
more from India will be available in 
May and June. The increase in the 
fall-sown wheat acreage of the Unit- 
ed States in 1914 was 11.1 per cent., 
or over 4,000,000 acres; 
in the 


Northern Hemisphere generally the 
acreage of winter wheat shows an in- 
crease of from 3 to 33 per cent., as 
follows:

Canvassing for Sympathy 


All kinds of schemes are worked 


on the public for raising money. 
Perhaps more than usual appear at a 
time when business is slow and more 
or less people unemployed. One hes- 
itates to condemn any honest work. 
Yet many little enterprises are so 
clearly non-productive that sensible 
people may well hesitate to under- 
take them. 


For instance, take the annual army 


of young men and women who start 
out as agents, for books and other 
articles, frequently giving the excuse 
that they wish to earn money for an 
education. 


It would be interesting if one 


could know how many of these young 
hopefuls acquire in this way the 
funds that they desire. 
Frequently 


it seems practically a case of begging. 
In such cases they know they would 
have no chance of succeeding in it as 
a purely business proposition. 
By 


suggesting 'the motive of sympathy 
for a young person, they do get some 
help that they could not always get 
on the basis of the attractiveness or 
the book or other articles offered. 


It is an open question if it is wise 


for young people to canvas on this 
basis. In the long run they will win 
out in this world, only by offering 
people the things they want at a 
price that competes successfully with 
other sellers. To raise money for an 
education on any other basis must 
give them a false idea of life, that 
success is to be won by means other 
than merit. 


Thore are plenty of ways for ambi- 


tious young people to earn money. 
Let them offer the world some ser- 
vice that it really wants. Able bodied

Uncle Sam has three herds of 
Dairy Cows. In one herd the cows 
are a bill of expense and an actual 
loss to the owner of $7.25 per head 
per year. Another herd gives an aver- 
age profit of $7.85 each per year. The 
third herd gives an average profit of 
$26.82 each per year. This means 
that the feed and everything were 
bought in the market and the labor 
for attending was calculated as well. 
It is demonstrated that a cow must 
yield at least 5,000 pounds of milk 
and 200 pounds of butter fat annu- 
ally before she is worth her keeping. 
If that is true, nine-tenths of the 
farmers of Bedford County are keep- 
ing cows at actual loss to themselves. 
They are paying to have the posses- 
sion of a cow. To keep a cow that 
does not bring you more than $10 or 
$15 a year profit is very small busi- 
ness. 
Better weigh the milk from 


your herd and buy a Babcock tester, 
which will not cost you much, and 
test .her ability for butter fat and if 
she does not produce the profit dis- 
pose of her immediately. A good 
cow should pay for strong ration, and 
proper care and housing. 
If she 


cannot measure up to the test, ship 
her post haste.

INDUSTRIAL, ACCIDENTS 


Some time ago the Bureau of Sta- 


tistics of the Department of Labor 
and Industry completed its statistics 
of industrial accidents for 1914 ac- 
cording to industries, a resume of 
which has been widely published. 
The Bureau has now finished the tab- 
ulation of these accidents by causes 
and injuries, from which the follow- 
ing interesting • data and useful sug- 
gestions are culled. A. M. Houck is 
Chief of this Bureau. 


The total number of accidents re- 


ported to the Department of Labor 
and Industry during the year 1914 
is 38,126. 
Adding the number of 


accidents reported to the Mining De- 
partment and to the Public Service 
Commission, the grand total is 53,- 
113. 
This number, though large, 


cannot be considered the sum of all 
accidents that occur in our State, 
since the accidents reported to tlie 
Department of Labor and Industry 
are only those occurring in indus- 
trial establishments. 
There is also a 


law in the latter department that ac- 
idents occasioning a loss of less 
than two days' work need not be re- 
ported. Therefore, 53,113 represents 
only a part of the total number of ac- 
cidents for the past year. 


The causes from which the great- 


est number of accidents occur are: 
first, in hand labor, chiefly from be- 
ng caught between, or struck by, 
material, or .hurt with tools, a total 
of 20,339 accidents; second, from 
'ailing ,±rom rladders or scaffolds in- 
:o unprotected holes, or slipping or 
ripping, a total of 4,178 accidents; 
bird, from coming into contaut with 
moving machinery, a total of 2,836 
accidents; fourth, from burns of vari- 
es kinds, a to'tal of 2,444 accidents.

WHY FARM JOBS GO BEGGING 


According to , Chicago's superin- 


tendent of public welfa're, farmers 
are offering transportation and in 
some cases board, and washing, but a 
great many of the unemployed refuse 
to go to the farms. 
The previous- 


week 600 men visited the office and 
demanded work of any kind, yet 100 
jobs on farms are not taken up. 


The reason commonly assigned 


ling to ihove out 


of large cities and take farm jobs, is 
that they dislike to give up the stir 
and life of the cities. The dark and 
still country, without picture shows 
and electric lights, seems lonely and 
boresome. 


But perhaps many of these men 


are too indolent for the hard labor 
of the farms^-or are -physically too 
weak, or feel that they are". 


A man who had always lived a 


rather idle life once remarked that 
he had rather suffer severe pain than 
work with his hands. This man had 
inherited a little farm whose fields 
were weedy, its buildings lacked 
shingles and paint, fences were down. 
He was fond of reading poetry and 
philosophy, but there were rumors 
that his family did not get enough to 
eat. 


The hard lot of such men is not 


generally regarded as being as pa- 
thetic as they seem to think. 


Many of the unemployed look as 


if they were victims of drugs or 
liquor. 
They are looking for soft 


jobs not calling for muscle. 
The 


best way to show sympathy in such 
cases is to take steps to prevent the 
hew generation from acquiring the 
same habits. 


If a man is practically sure of reg- 


ular employment as soon as general 
business starts up, it might be fool- 
ish to move out on a farm. 
Yet a 


few weeks out-door labor this spring 
following the plough and exercising 
the spade might make a new man of 
him, 
and lead him to see new possi- 


bilities in life.

Samuel's r -iew of his life of integ- 


rity, his chai i to the Israelites, God's 
testimony oi displeasure over their 
persistent det je to have a king, and 
Samuel's words of comfort and as- 
surance as found in chapter 12, form 
an interesting connection ^ith last 
Sunday's lessc 
In chapter 13 we 


have the recor jf Israel again in dis- 
tress and of S£ .'s folly in his assum- 
ing the priestly office (w. 13, 14). 


I. Saul's Distress, vv. 1-4. That 


Saul's disobedience, just indicated, had 
incurred God's displeasure, we know. 
It evidently had its effect upon the 
people also, for his army had dwindled 
during the intervening fifteen or eight- 
een years, from 330,000 (ch. 11:8) to 
a feeble 600 (v. 2). They were further 
handicapped by a lack of weapons 
(ch 13:19-23). Deserted by Jehovah, 
by Samuel, Jehovah's priest, and by 
nearly all of his enthusiastic subjects 
(see 11:12) Saul was "in the uttermost 
part of Gibeah" hiding under a pome- 
granate tree (see vv. 11, 22 and'13:6) 
This may refe,1 to his being At Rimmon 
(Judges 20:43-47). In this retirement 
Saul retains Ahiah (v. 3) as priest, 
thus keeping up the,outward form of 
worship. This priest is not referred to 
as Jehovah'B. He was a grandson of 
Phinehas, one of Eli's wicked sons, 
and as such was not to be a successor 
in the high priest's office (ch. 2:30- 
36). 
Such an outward form of "dead 


workcj" cannot take the place of a liv- 
ing faith. For Saul to consult the or- 
acle of the Urim and Thummim worn 
by the priest and later to call up fa- 
miliar spirits, shows his lack of spir- 
itual apprehension. 
The references 


made to Saul's conduct (chapters 12, 
13) are an indication of his character 
and emphasize the psalmist's words

The army of the Philistines had been 
divided into three sections (Ch. 13:

The garrison at Michmash 
was on the opposite side of the ra- 
vine from Geba, Saul's headquarters. 
Hidden by the cliffs it was quite easy 
to approach 'the Philistines. It is an 
interesting and enlightening conversa- 
tion recorded as ensuing on that jour- 
ney.

by few (v 6). 


Armorbearer—Do all that is in thine 


heart; behold I am with thee.
